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THE VICE-PRESIDENCY 


The makers of the Constitution in- 
tended the vice-president to be the 
second highest officer of tlig govern- 
ment,’and to this end the original con- 
stitution Provided that the person re- 
ceiving the second highest number of 
electoral votes should be vice-presi- 
dent. ‘This was changed later, by am- 
endment, so that the president and 
vice-president are “both elected from 
One party.” 

Politicians have mise the office a 
“political grave” and have very fre- 
quently filled it with men of mediocre 
mentality, whose chief. qualification 
seemed to be the ability to ‘provide a 
large campaign contribution. It is 
refreshing to see that in this year 
both the great parties have nominated 
men of high rank and men with suf- 
ficient ability to step into ‘the place 
of their chief should occasion require. 

Laying aside the fact that five times 
in our history the vice-president has 

“been called yaen to assume the office 
of president, the position #hould be 
one that ghould appeal to any man. 
It ought to be-made a place ‘of conse- 
quence, and the holder should not be 
merely the presiding officer. of the 
Senate, with a look of dignfty and an: 
effort to keep up appearances on an 
inadequate salary. 

Senator Harding has %&nnounced 
that if elected he will invite the vice- 
president to every cabinet. meeting, 
and that he will endeavor to restore 
the office to some of the prestige that 
it enjoyed in the early days of the 
republic. 

An office that has been filfed by the 
number of great men wlio held it 
when the country was youlig, should 
not be made a ‘political football. To
